NOTIFICATION 

No, 43/F. No, EP.360)/85.—In exercise of the 
powers eonl'crretl by Section 45 of the Food Corpora¬ 
tions Act. 1964 (37 of 1964) and with the previous 
sanction oT the Central Government, the Food Copic- 
rution of India hereby makes the following regulations 
further to amend the Food Corporation of India 
(Staff) Regulations. 1971 namely :~ 

1. (i) These Regulations may be called the Food 
Corporation of India (Staff) (97th Amendment) Regu¬ 
lations. 1987. 

(ii) They shall come into force at once. 

2. The c.xi.sting Regulation 45 in the FCI (Staff) 
Regulations, 1971 shall be substituted as follows :— 

'‘45_PRIVATF. TRADE OR EMPLOYMENT : 

(1) Subject to the provisions of sub-regulation (2), 
no employee shall, except with the previous sanction 
nf the Managing Diretjtor 

(a) engage directly or indirectly in any trade or 
business, or 
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(b) negotiate for, or undertake, any other em¬ 
ployment, or 

(c) hold an elective oilice, or canvass for u can¬ 
didate or candidates for an elective office, 
in any body, whether incorporated or not, 
or 

(d) canvass in support of any business of insu¬ 
rance agency, commission agency etc. own¬ 
ed or managed by any member of his Family 
or 

(e) take part except in the discharge of his offi¬ 
cial duties, in the registration, promotion or 
management of any bank or any other com¬ 
pany registered, or required to be registered, 
under the Companies Act, 1956 (1 of 1956) 
or any other law for the time being pi force, 
or of any co-operative society for commer¬ 
cial purposes, 

( 2 ) An employee may, without the previous sanc¬ 
tion of the Managing Director :— 

(a) undertake hqjiorary work of a social or cha¬ 
ritable nature, or 

(b) undertake occasional work of a literary, arti¬ 
stic or scientific character, or 

(c) participate in sports activities ps an amateur, 
of 

(d) take part in the registration, promotion or 
management fnot involving the holding of 
an elective office) of a literary, scientific or 
charitable society or of a club or similar or¬ 
ganisation, the aims or objects of which re¬ 
late to promotion of sports, cultural or recre¬ 
ation activities, registered under the Societi¬ 
es Registration Act, 1860 (21 of 1860) or 
any other law for the time being in force, 
or 


(c) take part in llie registration, promotion or 
management (not involving the holding of an 
elective office) of a co-operative society sub¬ 
stantially for the benefit of employees of 
the Corporation, registered under the Co¬ 
operative Societies Act, 1912 (2 of 1912) or 
any'ether law for the lime being in force : 

Provided that : 

(i) h£ shall discontinue taking part in such acti¬ 
vities, if W) directed by the Managing Direc- 
tpr, and 

(ii) in a case falling under clause (d) or clause 

(e) of this sub-regulation his official duties 
shall not suffer thereby and he shall, within 
a period of one month of his taking part in 
such activity, report to the Managing Direc¬ 
tor giving details of the nature of his parti¬ 
cipation. 

(3) Every employee shall report to the Managing 
Director if any member of his family is engaged in a 
trade or business or owns or manages an insurance 
agency or commission agency. 

(4) Unless otherwise provided by general or special 
orders oT the Managing Director, no employee may 
accept any fee" Tor any work done by him for any pri¬ 
vate or jjublic body or any private person without the 
sanction of the prescribed authority, 

EXPLANATION : 

The term ‘Fee' used mpans a recurring or non¬ 
recurring payment made to an employee of the Cor¬ 
poration but does not include ; 

(i) unearned income such as income from pro¬ 
perty, dividends and interest on securities, 
and 

(ii) income from literary, cultural, artistic, scien¬ 
tific or technological efforts and income from 
participation sports activities as amateur,”
